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RUTLAND 

HISTORICAL — Reminders of the peaceable Indian tribes who once inhabited this 
section are found in the Indian names applied to lakes, islands and mountains. Rutland is 
replete with historical importance that it is impossible to even touch upon in a limited article 
such as this must of necessity be.

The leading products manufactured are-scales, coal handling 
machinery, trucks, letter presses, dairying machinery and apparatus, adding machines, 
marble finishing machinery, stone working machinery, lathes, brass and iron foundries, wall 
plaster, planes, sugar makers' machinery and supplies, fire clay products and asbestos, car
